IT IS ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED THAT:
l. The "Clear Lake Operating Criteria,” attached to the April 21, 1978

corrected judgment and decree in this action, are hereby superseded by the “Clear Lake
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Operating Criteria - Revised," attached hereto and made a part of this order. The addendum

entitled "APPLICATION OF CLEAR LAKE OPERATING CRITERIA" is included as a
supplement to these criteria. However, future applications of this addendum must be modified
to the extent that the Clear Lake Operating Criteria - Revised are different from the original
Clear Lake Operating Criteria.

2. Yolo County Flood Control and Water Conservation District shall from

and after the date of this order operate Clear Lake and Clear Lake Dam in accordance with these

"Clear Lake Operating Criteria - Revised."”

3. The Court expressly continues to reserve jurisdiction to change and amend
the decree in this action, including the "Operating Criteria - Revised," on a proper and sufficient
showing. Pursuant to such reservation of jurisdiction, the Court may make such further or
supplementat orders or directions as may be necessary or appropriate for the interpretation,
construction, enforcement or implementation of the original judgment and decree and this

amendment thereof.

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CLEAR LAKE OPERATING CRITERIA - REVISED

The CLEAR LAKE OPERATING CRITERIA sets forth a method of operating
Clear Lake and Clear Lake Dam, in Lake County, California. by Yolo County Flood Control
and Water Conservation District of Yolo county, California, with controlled Seasonal and
Monthly Withdrawals in the volumes and at the times stated in said CRITERIA. The volumes
and times of such withdrawals are to be determined by a Quantity Criteria and a Stage Criteria

that have been calculated from records of historic conditions on Clear Lake.

" This criteria is supplemented by an addendum entitled APPLICATION OF
CLEAR LAKE OPERATING CRITERIA, which discusses and gives examples of operational

procedure.

Section 1. Quantiry Criteria.

The Seasonal and Monthly Withdrawals from Clear Lake shall be determined in
accordance with the criteria set forth below:

a. Seasonal Withdrawal - The allowable Seasonal Withdrawal is the total quantity
of water that may be withdrawn from Clear Lake storage during any year between April 1 and
October 31, and shall be determined from the table entitled "Allowable Seasonal Withdrawal
from Clear Lake.” (Pages 4 and 5 of this exhibit). This quantity is calculated from the adjusted
Mav 1 storage, which is computed as we end-of-April storage. plus any withdrawal that has
occurred during April except for downstream releases made entirely for flood control purposes.

If the actual stage during the month of May exceeds the adjusted May 1 stage, this actual peak
stage will be used as the adjusted May 1 stage.

b. Withdrawals Included in Seasonal Withdrawal - The allowable Seasonal
Withdrawal shall include withdrawals by Yolo County Flood Control and Water Conservation
District for use within Yolo County, all withdrawals from the Lake for use within Lake County
and diversions by LACOSAN under this Operating Criteria and the Water Supply Agreement

entered 1nwo as of October 25. 1994, by and between Yolo County Flood Control and Water




Conservation District. Lake County Sanitation District ("LACOSAN™) and the County of Lake
("Agreement”). When the adjusted May 1 Lake stage is equal to or greater than elevation 3.5,
the allowable Seasonal Withdrawal will be increased by an amount equal to the LACOSAN

withdrawal for use at the Geysers Project during the next 12 months. This increase in the

allowable Seasonable Withdrawal shall result in an increase in the allowable Monthly Withdrawal
for any month by an amount equal to the LACOSAN withdrawal for that month. This increase
in the Distmict’s allowable Seasonable Withdrawal shall not affect the amount of water the

District is allowed to withdraw from Clear Lake for purposes other than diversion by

LACOSAN as authorized under this Operating Criteria and the Agreement.

c. Monthlv Withdrawal - The allowable Monthly Withdrawal from Clear Lake
shall be determined by applying the following percentages to the allowable Seasonal Withdrawal

established by paragraph 1-a above, with final prorated adjusunents to be made in May 1o reflect

differences between estimated and final withdrawal values in acre-feet.

d. Flood Release - A flood release is any downstream release made from

Clear Lake to comply with flood control provisions of the Gopcevic Decree. Downstream
releases shzll not be made during the months of November through March except for sucii flood

_control purposes.

All downstream releases made from Clear Lake between April 1 and October 31
shall be deemed to be part of the Seasonal Withdrawal, except for those releases that are made
during April and May entirely for flood control purposes. However, only that portion of the
downstream releases made during May that is in excess of the maximum May withdrawal of

27.900 acre-feet mayv be considered as a flood control release.

Excess Monthlv Withdrawal - Total operational withdrawals during any
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month. except October, may exceed that month's scheduled withdrawal by 10 percent or 1,000
acre-feet, whichever is greater. Such excess withdrawal shall be dchiCLed from the withdrawal
schedule for the next month. In addition, the October monthly withdrawal may be taken in any

month without affecting the following month’s scheduled withdrawal.

f. Deferred Monthlv Withdrawal - Withdrawals in any amount during any

month may be deferred and used later in the season.

Section 2. Stage Criteria

"Stage" refers to the height of Clear Lake in feet on the Rumsey (Lakeport) Gage.
The Stage Criteria as set forth below would. under certain conditions, limit the withdrawals that

could be made in accordance with the seasonal and monthly quantities estzblished by the

Quantity Criteria (Section 1).

a. The Stage Criteria relates to the quantity of water that would have been
contained in Clear Lake if no withdrawal had been made from the Lake to meet water
requirements.- At-any point in time, the "no-withdrawal storage” shall be the sum of the existing
Clear Lake storage plus the towal Clear Lake controlled withdrawals, that is. withdrawals

excluding those made for flood control purposes.

b. The Clear Lake stage corresponding to this no-withdrawal storage shall be
the basis for establishing a minimum Clear Lake stage from the accompanying "Stage Limitation
Curves" (page 6 of this exhibit).

c.  Monthly withdrawals can then be made. providing the Clear Lake stage

will not be reduced below the minimum established from the "Stage Limitation Curves.”
